The matter was brought before the 
body by U. D. Billings at the sugges­ 
tion of John A. Shields, the presi­ 
dent. 
Mr. Billings presented a reso- 
'ution adopted by the directors rec­ 
ommending the employment of a full 
time secretary and a plan 
to raise 
$3,000 
annually 
bv 
a 
sustaining 
membership. 
Following the second 
to the motion that the recommenda­ 
tion be adopted, a long discussion 
ensued in 
which practically

member expressed the belief that tin* 
full t.inn* secretary plan would be!]» 
to overcome most of the municipal 
ills. 
Mr. Billings explained t!i(. proposi­

r.ot accomplish the work expected of 
it unless 
a trained 
manager 
wen' 
placed in charge, 
lb* said that in 
the past citizens have been elected 
io various offices and whatever work 
was accomplished wa- done at the 
expense of th<> time of the individ­ 
uals. 
Tip* money necessary to pay the 
salary o fjh e secretary and of meet­ 
ing other expenses which would la* 
incurred will come from a sustaining 
membership. 
Mr. Billings said that 
the directors 
thought 
that quite a 
few TTrins and individuals would Tie- 
willing to contribute 
u> 
much as 
$250 a year for a period of three 
year* to put the plan in operation. 
Others will give $200 and amounts 
ranging downward for the sa. *• pe­ 
riod of time. 
He explained that the 
fie tails of the plan would have to be 
worked out later and the purpose of 
the recommendation 
was to 
ascer­ 
tain whether or not the members of 
tin* organization approved it.

W hat this organization 
needs is leadership. 
The crying need 
now is to get a leader and a leader
